fe WORLDS ONLY MOUNTAIN-TOP 
newspaper was published here in New 
England for 31 years and before its de- 
mise, it could boast that it was America’s 
oldest summer resort newspaper. 

Among The Clouds, none twice daily 
on the summit of Mt. Washington, New 
Hampshire, appeared each summer from 
1877 until 1907 when fire destroyed the 
newspaper's plant and equipment. 

Henry M. Burt of Springfield, Mass., 
a ap ere of long experience, was 
the founder of this unique paper. He also 
established a more widely known publi- 
cation, the New England Homestead. 

Burt's first visit to Mt. Washington's 
summit took place in 1866 while he was 
gathering material for a New England 
guidebook. Returning several years later, 
he was profoundly impressed by the fact 
that the mountain top was now reached 
by a cog railway, had a large and popular 
hotel, post and telegraph offices, and a 
weather observatory. 

His grandson, Boston advertising exec- 
utive F. Allen Burt of Brookline, Massa- 
chusetts, says that the idea of the paper 
immediately flashed into his grandfather's 
mind, but that he took no action until 
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Among the Clouds was published from 187 
te 1883 in this office in Tip Top House. 


1877. Then the paper was launched with 
the backing of the hotel and railway 

After several days described as “high 
tension” by Frank H. Burt, the founder's 
son who worked on every 
paper from the day it was established 
mechanical troubles were ironed out, type 
set and the first forms put to bed about 
four-thirty on the afternoon of Wednes- 
day, July 18, 1877 

The first issue was dated ahead to Fri 
day, July 20th, to give the staff a breather 
From then on the paper was published 
daily (with the exception of Sunday) 
during each summer season until 1885, 
when two editions a day became necessary 

The compositors on this “The Only 
Newspaper Printed on the Summit of 
Any Mountain in the World” according 
to the masthead, were Miss Hattie H 
Cook of the Hartford (Ct.) Times, Miss 
Nellie F. Plumb of the Springfield 
(Mass.) Daily Union, and Ezra Wilkins 
of the Springfield (Mass.) Republican 
Miss Cook worked on every issue of the 
paper from the opening to the close, 
even after the introduction of a new 
fangled machine, the Linotype, in the

That was the end of the Easter Sunrise 
Service for some years but it wasn't the 
end of people coming to the Boothe 
Homestead. There were, and are, other 
attractions. David Boothe believed that 
if people would pass by beauty without 
seeing it, they could be attracted by the 
odd. He therefore designed and built, 
with his brother's help, some of the odd 
est buildings in existence 

Of these, David Boothe was proudest 
perhaps, of his Technocratic Cathedral, 
built of California Redwood. This he had 
shipped to him via the Panama Canal. It 
was originally intended to tower more 
than eighty feet. However, the upper por 
tion of the building was never completed 
Boothe intended it to be a monument to 
the depression years. He said of it It is 
being built without plans, drawings or 
blueprints of ONE size lumber, only 
four by six inch timbers laid absolutely 
flat F-L-A-T YES Depression 
Style, and being built of California Red 
wood RED Depression ( olor as 
per your ledgers of the past few years.’ 

Boothe had planned to lay a “marble 
floor in his cathedral. It was to contain 
no marble, marble chips or dust. He 
planned to use, set in cement, 400 thous 
and agates. It didn’t work out. The mar- 
ble floor never came to pass. The Tech 
nocratic Cathedral now houses the large 





basket collection. This was one of David 
Boothe’s many hobbies 

A building which catches the visitor's 
eye at once is the Six-Story Bell Tower 
This Boothe said was built to be “Neither 
Round, Square nor Plumb.” It was built 
of ordinary boards laid flat. It was secured 
with over a ton of ten penny nails. It sur 
vived the 1938 hurricane without the 
loss of a board 

Then there is the old Meeting House 
with its clock tower and belfry, equipped 
with a full set of Westminster Chimes 
This weighed over three tons. Words 
can't describe this building. It looks some 
thing like a lighthouse and contains the 
personal clock collection of Joseph Mel- 
nik, custodian of the Boothe Memorial 
Park 

These strange buildings and many 
more, along with such items as a replica 
of Calvary with its three crosses es the 
nearby Judas trees, are all part of the 32 
acre Boothe estate willed to the people ot 
Stratford for public use. Opinion of the 
citizens of Stratford is divided as to the 
artistic merits of the various structures, 
(one person who declines to be quoted 
refers to it as “Monstrosity Park’). How- 
ever there is agreement that it was a 
public spirited gesture and that the Park 
has been most useful as a meeting place 
for various organizations. Civil Defense

It is generally believed that in addi- 
tion to a religious nature and a kind 
heart, David Boothe had a good sense 
of humor. He and his brother were im 
mensely successful business men. They 
knew their way around in the financial 
world. Their crowning achievement is the 
will bequeathing the estate to the people 
of Stratford and the setting up the trust 
fund under which it operates. Sixty per- 
cent of the income from the fund is to 
be used to operate the Park and to make 
improvements. Forty percent of the in- 
come of the fund must be reinvested 
along with the principal. The peculiarities 
of compound interest being what they 
are, this fund could in time absorb all 
the money of the world. Not many Con

Most New Eng 
land druggists don’t stock such items, but Sarkis Kazarian, Armenian-born drug 
gist of Hartford, Connecticut, would be glad to help you out, especially if you're a 
missionary bound for Africa's Gold Coast or perhaps India. Kazarian mails drugs 
and medical supplies to missionaries and clergymen all over the world. These are 
mostly hard-to-get items such as drugs for rare tropical diseases, antibiotics and 
vitamin capsules, though often he must mail color film, unobtainable in many foreign 
countries. Once he filled an order for Evening in Paris perfume placed by a 
missionary in Alaska. (He wanted it for a Christmas gift to someone.) How did 
Kazarian get into the business of supplying missionaries ? Well, for 29 years he has 
been a pharmacist in Hartford near the Hartford Theological Seminary. He 

worked for a chain drug store until five years ago when he went into business for 
himself. Seminary students just naturally liked this friendly man who went out of his 
way to help them. A religious man and a devout church-goer, Kazarian realizes 

the difficulties that beset missionaries. He cashes the students’ checks for them, 
notarizes their documents and supplies their cartons when they pack to go overseas 
Kazarian helps them pack; he knows what drugs and how much of each should 

go into their kits. The grateful students continue to take their problems to him 

(by mail) after they reach their destination. “You would have made a fine missionary,” 
they always tell him

It was not easy, but persistence won out and on 
October 16, 1952, following a proclamation by Governor Dennis J. Roberts, to make 
the day official in the State, Ruth Eddy, surrounded by prominent writers, educators 
and members of her group, established another mark in the literary progress of 
the smallest state in the nation.

SK ANY YACHTSMAN HOW MANY 

Friendship Sloops he has seen dur 
ing the course of a summer's sailing and 
he can probably count the number on the 
fingers of one hand. During the early 
1900's, however, the Friendship was the 
most popular fishing boat to come out of 
a Maine boatyard. Taking her name from 
the town in which she was built, the 
Friendship was able to weather the hard- 
est blow, fast enough to race home with 
the catch and was inexpensive enough for 
the average fisherman. The most out 
standing feature of her construction was 
her “clipper” bow which sheered the 
water cleanly and did not pound. Having 


40 


a comparatively short mast for her size 
her long boom, extending some six feet 
over the stern, helped to make up her 


sail area. The Friendship was beamy, sat 
low in the water and was a fairly difficult 
boat to sail. Although it was claimed she 
could be handled by only one man, not 


many owners tried. However, many as 
pects of her design appealed to yachts 
men, and when, during and after World 
War I, power fishing boats began to re 
place sail, the Friendships were eagerly 
bought up and converted into yachts 
Considering that one man was responsi 
ble for the design and building of over 


500 of these sloops even to the extent 
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of singlehandedly building 150 of them 
the story of William A. Morse and the 
Friendship Sloop is unique. 

William A. Morse was number six in a 
family of eleven children. All the boys 
followed their father’s profession of boat- 
building; the girls became dressmakers. 
When he was 21, William expressed a 
desire for a boat of his own and asked 
his father to help him build it. The elder 
Morse told him to build it himself, which 
he did, incorporating a few original ideas 
of his own. His first boat proved much 
faster than other sloops in the region and 
he was immediately made an offer for 
her. He built a second boat for himself 
and the same thing happened. He sold 
the third, and fourth and the fifth boats 
he made and thereafter was never able 
to keep up with the orders 

Primarily a fishing boat, the Friend- 
ship was built as cheaply, and as soundly, 
as possible. In 1898 a Friendship, com- 
plete with spars, rigging and sails, but 
not ballast, sold for $350.00! The wood 
was local and was picked out on the 
stump by Morse himself. The construc- 
tion was strong although light. Morse 
never sawed the ribs of his boats—they 
were always steamed into shape, which 
he claimed made them not only stronger 
but helped preserve the wood. Labor was 
another important factor in the low 
price: the going rate for a first class boat 
builder was one dollar for a ten hour 
day! In all the years during which Morse 
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built “the Friendships he never wrote a 
contract for a single boat. Once he knew 
the size of the boat and the amount of 
money an owner wished to spend, he fig 
ured it was a matter of honor to turn out 
the best boat possible 

Besides the Friendship Sloops, Morse’s 
boatyards built many other ty 
fishing vessels, mostly swordfishing and 
mackerel boats and beam trawlers up to 
90 feet in length. The Friendship was his 
most popular design and although Morse 
retired in 1929, he lived to see many of 
his famous sloops sail back to their birth 
place for a visit. Until his death at the 
age of 95, Morse never refused help in 
planning the reconstruction of one of his 
sloops. Frequently an refused to 
scrap his Friendship because of her age 
and preferred to rebuild her—usually at 
two or three times the original 
Morse was glad to help, as long as the 
original design was adhered to. Morse 
deplored the practice of stepping over 
long masts in his boats—which, inci 
dentally made them holy terrors to sail 
and refused to put the ballast outside the 
hull. However, changes made de 
spite his objections and consequently
